On Bishop Sheil's Resignation 
There is always a touch of sadness in the de- 
parture of a man from a great work of his own 
building. So one cannot escape regret at the 
resignation of Chicago’s Bishop Bernard J. Sheil 
as director-general of the Catholic Youth Or- 
ganization. f 
The CYO is one of the most active of antidotes 
to juvenile delinquency in a time when this so- 
cial problem has grown grievous enough to war- 
rant a congressional. investigation, and when at- 
tempts to cure it have caused so many to throw 
up their hands in despair. 
The CYO had its origin in a profound experi- 
ence in Bishop Sheil’s life. As a prison chaplain 
in 1919 he sought to console a young man about 
to be hanged. The condemned man told the chap- 
lain of a sordid home and of associations which 
from the very beginning kept him from even 
knowing about the standards of a useful, decent, 
self-respecting life. 
From that day, Bishop Sheil worked in a dozen 
ways to give every boy a fair chance. He helped 
in the rehabilitation of slums and in the raising 
of living standards, but his greatest work was 
the CO which has turned thousands and thous- 
ands of boys toward wholesome, active lives. 
The regret at Bishop Sheil’s departure is made 
especially keen by the rumors which came 80 
quickly after its announcement—including the 
rumor that his departure had been hastened by 
his outspoken condemnation of Senator Joseph 
McCarthy. We find this exceedingly difficult to 
. accept. Surely, the denunciation of “the slicker 

from Appleton” was one of the outstanding dem- 
. onstrations of Bishop Sheil’s devotion to fairness 
and freedom.

In Blacksmith Shop 
By Leonard Hall 


OU’D think that owning a saddle horse in the country 
would pose few problems, And it is true that the main 
essentials of pasture and grain and shelter for bad 
Weather are all fairly easy to come by. Keeping shoes on 


a country horse, however, 
is a different matter—for 
the: simple reason that 
there’s almost no one left 
who can shoe a horse. No 
longer does each village 
boast its spreading chest- 
nut tree with the weather- 
beaten blacksmith shop 
standing beneath it. Blight 
of one kind has killed the 
chestnut tree—and of an- 
other, the village smithy. 
For the faithful, plodding 
horse and intelligent 
though sometimes recalci- 
trant mule no longer fur- 
nish the motive power on 
our farms. Instead, gaso- 
line and diesel oil supply 
the horsepower, while tires 
of rubber rather than shoes 
of iron propel our farm tools across the fields. 

A saddle horse still has its place on a cattle farm, how- 
ever, and we'd have a hard time getting long without our 
Daisy and old Ribbon. So five or six times each year we 
have to make arrangements to get Ern Stricklin’s big truck 
and load up the mares and truck them over to Potosi, some 
16 miles away, on Saturday morning. On that day—and 
that day only—Lon Kaye comes in to Charlie Fatchett's 
blacksmith shop to do the horseshoeing. And we always 

try to get there early, for there are sure to be upwards of a 
dozen horses on hand and if we aren’t up in the line, the 
job may take until mid-afternoon.

Most of the horses nowadays are saddle horses; 
quarter horses kept by the younger fellows around — 
the countryside for sport, pleasure horses owned by 
the townsfolk and the utility saddle animals which 
matty farmers still keep to work their cattle. But 
there will also generally be a team or twe of work 
stock and one or twe big, powerful old fellows 
which spend their days skidding logs in the woods. 
In small logging operations a horse can still get 
inte and out of places that are a tight squeeze for 
a tractor, even though the big operators now use 
crawler - tractors that can go anywhere.

@ THERE'S A STRONG ECHO of the past around any 
old blacksmith shop with the firés glowing red in the forges, 
the big anvils on their weather-beaten blocks, the out-moded 
drill and punch presses operated by foot power or from 
overhead pulleys up near the rafters and festooned with 
cobwebs. Most of the smiths are old men, now, and young- 
sters don’t take up a trade which needs a long apprentice- 
ship and where the work is hard at best. The machine shop 
with its high-speed lathes, power tools and electric welders 
does most of the complicated work on the complex farm 
machinery of today. Despite this, in a hill country such as 
ours there still seem plenty of jobs for a good blacksmith. 

Charlie doesn’t tackle the hard work of. nailing on 
horseshoes any more, after 50 years of service at the forge. 
But he can tell tales of the days over in the Lead Belt when 
mules did all the hauling in the mines and there might be 
10 teams that needed new shoes in a day. The mine rule 
in those times was to “get the shoes on em and if you can’t 
shoe em, knock em in the head and we'll get more mules.” 
Sometimes back in those days the forge fires glowed for 
16 hours or more at a stretch..

Back in the dark corners of the shop are odds 
and ends of equipment for which there is no longer 
much call. There are old wagon tires and the tank 
that was used to shrink them onto the wheel; not 
| to mention spokes ahd hubs and fellers. A black- 
smith in the old days was expected to be not only 
a worker in iron, but.a wainwright as well. Today 
0 the wagons’ have iron wheels which run on ball 
bearings and are tired with rubber. It’s even get- 
ting hard to buy good horseshoes, Charlie says; and 
many firms which used to de a big business in sup- 
plies for the blacksmith shops have stopped han- 
dling them entirely. s

@ THE OLD SHOP AT POTOSI has a special interest for 
me, becatise 40 or more years ago I spent many a wonderful 
afternoon there. This was in Ben Maxwell’s time—a black- 
smith who- became something of a legend while he was still 
in his prime. It was said—and with perfect, truth—that Ben 
could shoe any horse or mule that ever drew breath and fix 
anything from ‘a lady's miniature watch’ to a railway loco- 
motive. Sometimes I'd get to turn the handle of the bellows 
at the forge, first sending a shower of sparks flying up the 
chimney and then slowing down to watch the iron. grow 
cherry red in the center of the charcoal fire. You had to be 
mighty careful about heating the iron, moving it from fire 
to Anvil with the long-handled tongs just as the first sparks 
went up from it. Left longer it might burn and be ruined 
Tor at least would have to be re-tempered. 
Another job we had on those afternoons after school in 
the old weather-beaten shop was to swing the long horse- 
tail switch to keep away the flies while Ben worked.

LONDON, Sept. 4. 


i I AM FREE. But I have gone eg hell of fear, 


hunger and thirst. 


It all started July 22 in Gdynia, a Polish port on the 
Baltic. J] spent the day watching the S. S. Jaroslaw Dabrowski. 


Workers were loading its holds with cargo. 


Down went the 


bales of wood pulp, crates of sugar and vodka. The activity on 
deck was an important element in my plan. I ran home quickly 
and had a snack. I put on my sailor's jacket and cap, and 
crammed my old seaman's book into my pocket. 


I walked onto the gangway, 
showing the port guard a corner 
of my sailor’s book. He let me 
through. I was on deck. In the 
rush of loading, nobody recog- 
nized me and nobody asked me 
anything. I stepped into the cor- 
ridor and turned into the first 
seaman’s cabin. On the wall 
hung some boiler suits. I put 
one of them on and then saw a 
little notebook and a pen on the 
desk. I took them. 


I stepped on to the deck, pre- 
tending to be a member of the 
crew checking the cargo. At 
about 8 p.m, I went to the 
washroom and drank some water. 
I drank well and full. This was 
to be the last drop of water to 
pass my lips until I arrived in 
London a week later. 


Once again I slipped across 
the deck and jumped into hold 
No. 8. Jumping from crate to 
crate I reached the bottom and 
found a hiding place between 
bales of wood pulp. Above me 
hung 300 bales of wool, above 
them crates of vodka, sugar and 
other commodities, crowned with 
furniture — Polish exports to 
England. I hadn’t even a bit of 
bread, not a drop of water, even 
a cigarette. 

During the preceding weeks I 
had been unemployed me my 
pockets were empty.

HEN SCHOOL STARTS for millions of Amer- 
ican youngsters next week, most of the 
popular sentiment will be on the side of the 
pupils. Few people will shed a tear for the 
teachers. Yet many of them—especially young ones— 
have had far shorter vacations and face far more 
strenuous times than pupils, or even parents, suspect. 
Cheerily greeting the 31 5- and 6-year-olds of her 
ist Grade class at Coleytown Elementary School here 
on Wednesday will be attractive, enthusiastic Miss 
Barbara Worm, ‘blonde, blue-eyed and 22, of Aque- 
bogue, N. Y. She'll be returning from her first vaca- 
tion as a schoolmarm. If it’s any comfort to her young 
charges or to pupils in general (as a matter of fact, 
ist Graders who have graduated from kindergarten 


like school), she has had exactly three weeks of 


vacation. 
What did she do all summer? Mostly went to school 

—as a pupil, at Danbury State Teachers College. 

“You see,” she says with a smile, “when I attended 
Good Counsel College in White Plains, New York, I 
didn’t dream of teaching. 1 majored in History and 
graduated with a degree in Fine Arts. That was in 
1953. Then, when I decided to teach, I had to start 
taking courses in Education.” 

To pay for the courses, she took a summer job as a 
typist-clerk. For several weeks last fall, after she 
taught her first classes at Coleytown, she traveled 50 


miles to New York and back to take evening classes | 


at Hunter College. Her starting pay as a teacher was 
$2,975 a year, or about what she could earn as a 
stenographer. This year she will get $3,250. 

Why go back? “I was always crazy about kids,” she 
says. “I baby sat for my sister, who's 11 now. And 
when my two older brothers got married, I baby sat 


for their children. And teaching! There's such a thrill 


to taking children fresh from kindergarten, before

magazine pictures of cats and dogs to help at spelling. 
She devised simple games to teach arithmetic. She 
mended or replaced clothing for her fall and winter 
wardrobe. Days before school opened, she came back 
to Westport to confer with principal Lynn Odell, check 
over titles of instruction films, put her summer-stacked 
chairs and desks in neat rows. 

And on Wednesday the real grind gets under way. 


The school day begins at 8:30; Barbara must be there 


at 8. That means getting up at 6:45, helping cook 
breakfast with two other teachers (the three will share 
an apartment) and driving two miles in any weather. 


Schoolwork All Winter 


NE MORNING a week, she will have to take turns 
with Coleytown’s dozen other teachers shep- 
herding its 403 kindergarten-through-6th pupils 

off the school buses. One forenoon a week, from 
11:00 to 11:30, she will have to help keep order in 
the cafeteria as shé eats her 40c lunch. Iwo days a 
week, she will help supervise the playground. One 
afternoon a week, she will have to help load her own 

pupils back on the buses when school is out at 2:30. 

Five afternoons a week, she will have to stay to 
scrub blackboards, clean the spilled fingerpaints, sand 
and ground chalk from the floor, and put her desks 
and charts in order. Thereafter she can stay (often 


until 5:00 p.m.) to correct papers, make out reports 


and plan the next day—or take her work home with 
her. There'll also be conferences with parents. 
Unless a Coleytown school function takes place on 
a Monday night, she will spend that time shopping for 
groceries or other household needs (for which the 
three roommates put money in a weekly kitty). Other 
nights she'll compare notes with fellow-teachers, get

suits, five skirts, 12 blouses, six dresses, seven 
sweaters..And two nights a week she'll be taking 
extension courses in education.

THAILAND: Next Trouble 


Spot in Southeast Asia? 


THE EYES of the world are on Southeast Asia, where grow- 
ing tensions threaten to erupt into general war. PARADE 


sent S. A. Schreiner, Jr. and Edward R. Wade on a tour of . 


this troubled area in which the U.S. has such a vital inter- 
est. Here is the first of their on-the-spot picture reports.

| BANGKOK, THAILAND. . 
AR NEVER seemed farther away. We were 
sitting on the Veranda of a Thai doctor’s 
home in-Chiengmai, some 350 miles north 
of Bangkok. A full moon was rising over 


“Doctor,” I asked, “ge poopie bere worried. about 
the war situation?” 

“Oh, no,” he laughed. “All they care about is the 
price of rice and the high taxes.” 

The battle-scarred Red River Delta of Indochina 
was nearer than Bangkok. Red China itself was only 
about 100 miles away across the jungled hills that ring 
Chiengmai. There the Reds were busily assembling 


machinery of conquest—a so-called “Free Thai Gov- 
ernment” made up of former Thai officials who were 
openly appealing to their friends in Thailand to revolt. 
Across the world statesmen were predicting: “Thai- 
land will be next.” But the Thai weren’t nervous. 

“To tell you the truth,” said the doctor, who had 
been educated in the U.S., “most of our people don't 


know a thing about communism. In fact, they hate 


the French more than the communists.” , : 

“Then why do the Thai like Americans? 

“I don't know,“ he said. “I suppose it's because 
they think Americans are free spenders, people who 
get a lot of fun out of life. The Thai like that. 

The doctor's replies weren't quite what 1 had er- 
pected. Officially, Thailand had been piling up a repu- 


tation as one of Asia’s strongest anticommunist cn 


tries. Thai solders in Korea were nicknamed the little 


Tigers” by American GI's. Thai diplomats were among 


the first to back the U.S. proposal for an anti-Red 
alliance in Southeast Asia. In the UN, Thailand was 
seeking protection for her border. 
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the story - book monarchy depicted in Tite King and I 
to a 20th-century democracy, it is full of contrasts. 

Don Maung Airport at Bangkok, for example, is 
one of the most modern in Asia. Yet the bus to town 
takes you through flat stretches of rice paddies where 
farmers use water buffalo to haul wooden plows. 

Most Bangkok buildings are two-story, open-fronted 
shops, ripe with strong Oriental odors. Along narrow, 
mud-yellow canals, people live in thatched huts and 
perform all the functions of living in the open. But 
a block away American automobiles are on display 
behind the plate-glass windows of a building as mod- 
ernistic as anything in New York. 

So it wasn’t too surprising to learn that most Thai 
don't even know their country is at the political cross- 
roads of Asia. (See Ambassador Donovan's statement 
on this page.) Compulsory education in Thailand lasts 
only four years, the literacy rate is less than 50 per 
cent and all newspapers combined circulate only 
120,000 copies among 20,000,000 people. Most Thai 
are farmers in the rich rice bowl that makes their 
country such a tempting plum for the communists. 

The government still rests in the hands of some 70 
men who forced King Prajadhipok to establish a con- 
stitutional monarchy in 1932. Though educated Thai 
outside of thé government often complain of graft and 
corruption, they say: “Somebody has to take the 
leadership. Our people aren't capable of knowing 
what is best for them.” 

But the present government feels it knows. It has 
invited U.S. friendship. Americans in Bangkok have 
grown from a handful (mostly missionaries) before 
World War II to more than 1,000. There now are 
U.S. banks, airlines, insurance companies, oil com- 
panies, shipping companies and officials of all kinds. 
JUSMAG (Joint U.S. Military Assistance Group) 
trains Thai servicemen in modern warfare; a group 
of Americans called Sea Supply Co. is under com- 
mercial contract to give the Thai police special train- 
ing. The Thai have an Army of about 60,000 and a 
police force (which is responsible for border patrol) 
of about 40,000. 

Perhaps the most important outcome of this grow- 
ing U.S.-Thai co-operation is the awareness that our 
friendship goes deeper than official policy. Trivial as 
it may seem, the doctor’s analysis is full of insight. 
Thai and Americans have much in common. Both 
are citizens of nations which are free and independent; 
both are citizens of nations which have more food 
(Thailand exports a quarter of its rice) than people. 
Both, therefore, are inclined to a basically cheerful 
outlook on life. ; 

In fact, Americans in Thailand complain only about 
the physical hardships of a tropical country: heat, 


bugs, snakes. As an example, they tell the story of the 


wife of a high-ranking U.S. official who was pre- 
sented with an orchid at a diplomatic reception. When 
the band struck up the national anthem of her host's 
country, she stuffed the in the front of her low- 
cut dress and stood at attention.

‘The Thai know they do not stand alone’

@ The importance of Thailand to Southeast Asia 
and the rest of the free world cannot be exaggerated. 
Thailand acts much like a dam, blocking the flow of 


Red Chinese expansionism southward to the rubber, 


tin, oil and other riches of Malaya and Indonesia 
which lie beyond. 

Thailand itself makes a tempting prize for any 
aggressor. A significant exporter of tin and rubber, 


_ Thailand is also one of the few nations in Asia which 


produces more food than she needs. 

Red China, on the other hand, is short of rice, 
rubber, oil and certain other natural assets to be 
found in Southeast Asia. Her huge war machine de- 
pends on rice as much as an American army does 
on gasoline. The Thai know these facts. They know 
that in combination these facts make Thailand a 
natural object of the covetousness of Red China. 

As is the case jn most free Asian countries, the 
Communist danger is internal as well as external. 
Of Thailand's 20 million people, some three million 
are Chinese. Many of these Chinese are Communist 
sympathizers; some are subject to Red Chinese black- 
mail or pressure. There is another potentially dan- 
gerous minority element in the northeastern prov- 
inces—some 50 thousand Vietnamese, about half of 
whom are armed followérs of the Communist Viet 
Minh movement. In the south from Malaya, com- 
munists move north to escape the British forces. 
And finally, to round out the classic picture of Com- 
munist subversion, Red China has established a semi- 
autonomous Thai region in its southern province 
of Yunnan, where a few disgruntled Thai politicians 
have gone to plot against their own country. 

In view of this, it is important to dispel a com- 
mon misconception about the Thai—that Thailand 
has survived all these centuries because the Thai 
bend easily before a stronger enemy instead of being 


broken fighting for their liberty. There is a grain of 
truth in this otherwise unfair stereotype. As emi- 
nently practical people, the Thai have been success- 
ful in playing one political enemy against another. 

In this way Thailand alone amongst the South- 
east Asian peoples has managed to avoid the ex- 
perience of being colonized by a European power. 
But, if it were true that the Thai had no national 
backbone, what could we expect of them under the 
present circumstances? Certainly not what we have 
seen—a determined nation, jealous of its liberty and 
committed to a defense against Communist im- 
perialism. 


They're on Our Side 

The Thai can see the clear and present danger of 
world communism. They know that that is the only 
quarter from which a threat to their liberties can 
come, and they have lined themselves up solidly 
with the United States and the free world in stand- 
ing firm against further Communist encroachments. 
Thailand, like the U.S., has strongly supported the 


concept of a collective-defense arrangement for 


Such a defensive move takes on an added impor- 
tance with the recent loss in Indochina. The situation 


there, however, was certainly more complex than 


in Thailand with its completely independent status 
and the absence of any serious internal discontent 
or popular revolutionary sentiment. 

Any Red move against Thailand, whether by sub- 
version from within or aggression from without, will 
be clearly recognized for what it is by the nations 
of the free world. I am as confident of the response 


as are the Thai who have based their national policy —
